Wages of teacher per 
month, $32. Whole number of scholars, 13. Average attendance, 
11 1-3. Number of scholars under 5 years of age, 0. Over 15 
years, 6. 

Too much cannot be said in favor of Miss Johnson as a teacher. 
Her discipline is of the best kind, and her examination exhibits a 
progress which is generally seen in the best of schools.

Summer term. Miss Helen F. Morton, of Lowell, teacher. 
Length of school, 8 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. 
Whole number of scholars, 12. Average attendance, 10 3-4. No 
scholars under 5 or over 15 years of age. 

Miss Morton’s success in this:school was rather limited. She 
seemed to lack in the capacity to govern, and thereby to secure 
good order and discipline in her school. ‘There was a moderate 
degree of progress exhibited at the close of the term. 
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Winter term. Miss Ella Wilcox, teacher. Length of school, 
3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $30. Whole number of 
scholars, 18. Average attendance, 12 1-2. No scholars under 5 or 
over 15 years of age. 

Miss Wilcox succeeded admirably in this school. The deport- 
ment, progress and order of her school is equal to the best which 
comes under our observation. She ranks among our best teachers.

Miss Grace Sargent, of Lowell, Mass., teacher. Length of 
school, 3 months. Wages of teacher per month, $24. Whole 
number of scholars, 20.

Length 
of school, 8 months. Wages of teacher per month, $70. Whole 
number of scholars, 62. Average attendance, 51. Number of 
scholars under 5 years of age, 0. Over 15 years, 23. 

Mr. Rich is an old, experienced and practical teacher, having 
taught fifty-seven terms previous to this. He is prompt, energetic, 
and skillful in his vocation as teacher. All that skill, energy, and 
talent could accomplish, was brought to bear in behalf of his pupils. 
As a natural consequence the progress of his school was surprising 
in the extreme. There were over fifty visitors at the close of the 
term, who spoke in the highest terms of praise of the good order, 
prompt recitations, and great progress exhibited at the final exam- 
ination. We would earnestly recommend to the Selectmen to secure 
the services of Mr. Rich, if possible, for the next session.

REMARKS. 


We offer a few remarks at-the close of our report in regard to 
some items which have come under our personal observation. 


First, the propensity of some scholars to absent themselves 
from school as much as possible, especially on days when visited by 
committees and others. We recommend to parents and guardians 
to look into this matter, and secure as prompt and regular attend- 
ance as possible. We also recommend co-operation between par- 
ents and teacher. A conflict of rules and laws between parents and 
teacher is always detrimental in all schools. Fault finding, on the 
part of parents, also has an evil tendency; scholars who come 
under its influence lose all respect for their teacher, and conse- 
quently pay little or no regard to the rules of the school; as a re- 
sult, the progress of such pupils is very small; nor is this all; the 
trouble does not stop here; such scholars divert the attention of 
their schoolmates, interrupt the recitations, and the best directed 
efforts of the teacher are required to restore quiet and order. Par- 
ents, look to this in its proper light, give these considerations the 
weight they deserve. It should be our aim to secure the services of 
good teachers, and sustain and encourage them in their position as 
far as is proper. 

The position of teacher is not an enviable one; there are many 
trials to encounter, many difficulties to overcome. The foundation 
of knowledge is laid in our primary schools; we can, therefore, see 
the all important matter of regular attendance, also, obedience to 
the rules of the school and respect for the teacher. 


If we wish to maintain our national prosperity and preserve 
our integrity, we must see to the proper training and educating of 
the young. Our schools for the year just closed have been very 
good, with one or two exceptions. Let it be our aim to have 
them as good if not better in future. Parents, visit your schools 
and encourage both teacher and scholars by your presence, and see 
for yourself the discipline, order and progress of your children. 
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We close by saying, that a good moral education is the surer way 
to secure happiness, prosperity and all the blessings we enjoy in 
this life. We have the means of securing these blessings if we 
will; let us see that they are ours.
